Leo Sumner joined 
Shelton State Technical 
Institute in 1972 serving as 
dean of instruction until 
1976 when he was named 
president of the institution, 
then named She! ton State 
Technical College. 

When the Tuscaloosa 
branch of Brewer State and 
Shelton State Technical 
College were joined in 
1979, the Alabama State 
Board of Education named 
Leo Sumner the president of 
the new institution. Shelton 
State grew under Sumner's 
leadership. One of the major 
reasons for this growth was 
that from the first day the 
college opened, Shelton 
State Community College 
was accredited by the 
Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools. 

Enrollment increased 
and new buildings were 
added during Sumner's 
administration. As presi- 
dent, he continued his 
efforts to expand the col- 
lege's curriculum, creating 
the Fine Arts Division and 
expanding the nursing pro- 
grams. He worked with area 
businesses to create partner- 



ships. IBM familiarization, 
word processing and med- 
ical secretary classes were 
offered. 

Rochester Products and 
Carmichael Chrysler joined 
forces with Shelton to offer 
new training classes. 

During his tenure, the 
Alabama Fire College was 
added to Shelton State's ros- 
ter of programs. Lifelong 
learning programs were 
offered, "New Options." a 
program for displaced 
homemakers, and Senior 
Studies, a program for sen- 
ior citizens, were born and 
Shelton State opened its 
Wellness Center to serve 
the health needs of its stu- 
dents and the community. 

Shelton State annually 
presents "The Dr. Leo 
Sumner Award" to the 
school's outstanding sopho- 
more student based on out- 
standing academic perform- 
ance, school involvement, 
and community service. It is 
the highest honor that a stu- 
dent can earn at Shelton 
State Community College. 

"Dr. Sumner's mark on 
this institution is a lasting 
tribute to his commitment to 
education and the young 
people of West Alabama," 
said Dr. Rogers.

When I heard that my 
aood friend, teacher, and 
mentor Charlie Dennis 
passed away, I was floored. 
I had just stopped by to see 
him that morning. April 12, 
and it was such a normal 
day, or as normal as a day 
could be back in the shop of 
the Bean- Brown theatre. I 
had not been out to see him 
since December but that 
didn't matter. As soon as I 
walked in. I felt at home. 
That's the way Charlie made 
you feel when you walked 
into his home, and the shop 
was his home. As busy as he 
always was. he always had 
time for you. 

That morning, like usual, 
we talked about so many 
subjects. Charlie was the 
most multi faceted person 
I've ever met. He was 
equally comfortable dis- 
cussing theatre as he was the 
Alabama Crimson Tide, 
sports in general, or politics. 
We usually agreed on the 
Tide and the arts, not so 
much on the politics part, 
but that was OK. I respect- 
ed his views so much 



because he always had a rea- 
son. He wasn't a liberal or a 
Democrat because he was in 
the arts and he was supposed 

i be. he had reasons, argu- 
ments, and facts to back up 
his beliefs. 

Charlie's legacy is truly 
the many people he taught. 
He was the true definition of 
a teacher. His classroom 
was the world. You didn't 
have to be in his class to 
learn something from 
Charlie. I know I speak for 
every student when i say 
that if you walked into the 
shop, stepped into his office, 
worked in a show, or just 
saw him in the hallway, it 
was a learning experience. 
That brings me to Charlie's 
stagecraft class. 

It was a thing of legend 
among us theatre students 
Charlie expected us to learn 
the material, be able to apply 
the material, and show him 
that we knew the material in 
an academic settim 
Basically, just getting by 
wasn't enough. In that fasti- 

>n, he taught more than just 
W=VA or how to map out a 



the best place to study or 
maybe we should go home 
and get some sleep alter 
rehearsal let out instead of 
staying out until 3 a.m. 

He taught responsibility, 
a lesson many of us soreh 
needed. Charlie was always 
ready to help you make it 
through. He would sit and 
show you something ten 
times if that's what it took. 
Charlie would flunk you. but

he wouldn't let you fail. I 
can say without a doubt that 
in my 6 years of higher edu- 
cation, statecraft was the 
toughest but most rewarding 
class I ever took. 

One of Charlie's best 
traits was that he didn't hold 
grudges. It you messed up, 
he'd let you know: you both 
would work to fix it. and the 



page was turned. Oh he"d 
jokingly remind you of it 
repeatedl>. but he would 
trust vou. In fact, that mis- 
take would likely become an 
example tor future students 
and classes. 

One of the main reac- 
tions I've heard in the days 
following Charlie's death 
was "How's Theatre 
Tuscaloosa going to go on*.'*' 
And that's a logical ques 
tion, because not onlv was 
Charlie the technical direc- 
tor, but everything went 
through him. He built it all. 
designed most of it, and 
made it go. If you had a 
question, Charlie had the 
answer. 

But Theatre Tuscaloosa 
will go on, because all of 
"Charlie's kids" will not 
allow it to fall apart. 
Instead of calling out 
for Charlie with a 
question or problem, 
people will call out 
for Paul, or Russ, or 
Joey, or Mandy. or 
Leslie, or Tom, or 
Tim. or many of the 
other hundreds of 
people Charlie 

taught. It's now 



become our job to do what 
one man did. They're huge 
shoes to fill, but Charlie 
knew we could do it. He 
believed in us even more 
than we believed in him, and 
that's saying something. 

Charlie, on behalf of 
everyone who ever walked 
through your shop, tripped 
on the electrical outlet on the 
floor, stopped in your office 
lor coffee, sweated through 
a midterm, worked all hours 
of the day and night to get a 
show up for a director who 
was both a liar and a miser, 
had a smoke on the porch, 
pulled a fly, dropped a 
weight, or ripped a scrim. I 
want to say thank you. Your 
life was well lived and vou 
made more of an impact 
than you will ever know.

Just as charming and, 
naturally, more vigorous, 
the Iate-40s Rick Bernstein, 
the executive producer of 
HBO Sports, said he was 
delighted to be in the same 
induction class with 
Nabors. He played along 
with his pre-game publicity, 
too, presenting his children 
with little brooms after his 
induction, a reference to his 
first job in sports as a 
teenage sweeper for ABC 
Sports when they visited 
Legion Field in his home- 
town of Birmingham. 
Bernstein's 20-minute trib- 
ute tape reflected his status 
as a current star in the TV 
world. When he was asked 
how he got famous sports 
figures like Bob Costas and 
Bryant Gumble to say such 
nice (and. teasingly, not-so- 
nice) things about him, he 
responded casually. "Paul 
[Hall director Looneyl told

Gov. Riley wants 
colleges to serve as 

shelters 



The New York Times 
News Service reported 
recently that Alabama 
Governor Bob Riley is pur- 
suing the idea of having the 
state's junior colleges serve 
as official shelters in emer- 
gencies, like the one 
Hurricane Katrina visited 
upon the state last year. 

According to reports, 
Riley has spoken with 
Homeland Security 

Secretary Michael Chertoff 
about this. Riley is pursu- 
ing the national funding 
necessary to have the state's 
30 community and junior 
colleges become the prede- 



termined sites for refuge. 

The Red Cross com- 
mented they would not be 
opposed to the plan, but 
would be ready to help staff 
the sites when called upon. 

Riley was critical of the 
Red Cross's lack of pre- 
paredness during Katrina, 
saying he wants supplies in 
place and waiting when an 
emergency seems immi- 
nent. 

The governor said this 
new plan would make the 
sate as prepared "as we're 
going to have to be in future

The principles ot advertising design necessary to build a 
career in the advertising and commercial art industry are covered from 
a practical standpoint. The Commercial Art program includes three 
major areas oi study- drawing, design and computer graphics & layout. 

The program otters a Certiticate and tocuses on several main areas of 
study. Design Drawing and Illustration will be your first area ol studv 
These courses introduce students to the basic components ot drawing- 
including the perception ol edges, space relationships, and shadows and 
lights. Students have the opportunity to use a variety ol" media such as 
pencils, color pencils, inks, watercolor, markers and designer gouche. 
Students learn to render still lite, landscapes, figure drawing and use 
creative design in developing advertising layouts. The illustration course 
tc ics vou how to advance drawing skills using an even larger range ol 
media. This course combines illustrations with design layout in practical 
applications such as articles, prints ads, movie posters, brochures 
storyboards and a wide variety ot advertising and print layout 

The second area begins with basic advertising design. This course 
is an introduction to the principles ot design and emphasis is placed 
Oil correct advertising design layout. Hand rendered drawings are 
combined with design techniques to develope new and creative ideas 
lor advcrtisinents using design elements and developing corporate 
identities (logos). This course is followed bv Intermediate Design and

Computer design is the third area ol this program. The Commercial 
Art student becomes familiar with design programs such as Illustrator, 
Photoshop, Corel Draw, and In Design software. Illustrations and digital 
photography will be used during the computer courses to create page 
layouts, magazine advert isments, brochures, and a variety ot printed 
pieces. The Digital Photography course is used in conjunction with 
computer software to develop layouts tor print. 



The tinal area ol study in the program is Special Topics. This course 
allows the student the opportunity to study any other area ot interest in 
the Commercial Art field. The students in this class will choose their 
topics oi interest and also develop thier own projects, deadlines and 
subject matter. Projects in diversified areas throughout the semester 
round out the program for the individual.
